Use this product as a component to blend with other components used to formulate Chemonite™ 
wood treating solutions intended for pressure treatment of wood products. Mixing must be done with 
caution only by those individuals properly trained and strictly in accordance to detailed instructions 
provided by Arch Wood Protection, Inc.  Further information and assistance in solving particular 
problems is available from Arch Wood Protection technical staff. 
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STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

(5 gallons or more) 
Nonrefillable Container. Do not refill or reuse container. Triple rinse as follows: Fill container ¼ full with water. 
Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, ensuring at least one complete revolution for 30 seconds. 
Stand the container on its end and tip it back and forth several times. Turn the container over onto its other end 
and tip it back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate into the application equipment or mix tank or store 
rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times. Then offer for recycling or 
reconditioning. If not available, puncture and dispose in a sanitary landfill.
